Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2 and 24-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a device having all of the claimed limitations. While various 
free fall simulators are known, there is no suggestion of a device which combines all of 
the features recited in claim 1 . As a result, claim 1 and its dependent claims are 
allowed.
